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OWA farmers have learned for them- 

selves that it pays to use fertilizer. 

Last year they applied about 16 times 
as much as they did 10 years ago. 

The demand for commercial plant food 
grows faster than the supply. Even with an increase 
of about five percent in total fertilizer production, there 
isn’t enough for everyone to have all he wants—or could 
use to an advantage. 

The big question this year is how to get the most from 
the fertilizer you have.

SPRING PIGS: April pigs are weaned 
inJune. If you crowd them to early mar- 
“et, how much corn can you expect 100 
bigs to eat in the summer months? 

Let's make the estimate on corn (or its 
“quivalent in oats) required from wean- 
t 
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ing to 150 pounds weight. There are rec- 
ords on that period from the Purdue ex- 
periment station (Indiana). 

In this test, each 100 pigs ate about 
600 bushels of corn equivalent from 
weaning to 150 pounds per head. Grain 
was supplemented with protein and min- 
erals. Pigs were on grass. 

So you can estimate roughly that you 
will need 600 bushels of corn next sum- 
mer for each 100 April pigs. 

It might be 100 or 200 bushels more if 
you don’t feed enough protein and min- 
erals. It might be that much less if you 
feed heavily on new oats. 

If you fatten 16 brood sows and sell 
them on the market, you might need 40 
or 50 bushels of corn for them. 


FATTENING CATTLE: If steers are 
fattened this summer on grass, you can 
allow 8 to 15 pounds of corn per day per 
head. Exact amount depends on size of 
cattle and method of feeding. 

Feeding period might be May thru 
September, since you wouldn’t 
change fat cattle to new corn. 

That makes it about 22 bushels 
per head for light cattle. Or 40 
bushels for heavy cattle. This 
should be estimated according to 
your own kind of cattle, feeding 
methods and feeding period. 

Now from these feed require- 
ments you can estimate your corn 
needs for next summer. Then 
compare your corn inventory with 
your feed requirements. 

What can you do if you are 
short of summer corn? That’s 
the spot a lot of farmers are in. 

The answer is: Dry enough corn 
to feed thru hot weather. Just 
to move some corn May be enough. 
But you may need a drier. 

Which method to use depends 
on the corn. If corn moisture is 
AND IOWA HOMESTEAD 
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in the low 20’s, try moving the corn if 
no forced-air drier is handy. 

These things happen when you move 
corn from one crib to another: 

You break up the tight masses and let 
air to every ear; corn from the edges is 
mixed with corn from the middle; shelled 
corn and trash can be sifted out easily 
since you're elevating the corn twice to 
move it. 

Besides, you can put A-type or cross- 
wise ventilators in the crib to which the 
corn is moved. 

But forced-air driers may be your best 
bet. They would work good on a crib of 
corn that had been moved. But with a 
drier, it might not be necessary to move 
your corn at all. 

Pamphlet No. 174 from Iowa State Col- 
lege tells how to use the drier with a 
canvas duct or otherwise. Ask your coun- 
ty extension director for it or write to 
Wallaces’ Farmer and Iowa Homestead, 
Des Moines, Iowa, and we'll see that a 
copy is mailed to you.

Apparently most dairymen are more 
helped than hurt by foreign trade of this 
kind.

The countries to which 
we sell lard have to be able to sell us 
something to get dollars to pay for it. 

Altho most dairymen and all hog raisers 
would be helped by more liberal foreign 
trade, there is a good deal more at stake. 
To get western Europe back on its feet, 
it must have a chance to earn a living by 
trade. We say: “Don’t trade with Russia”’. 
But Europe must trade to live.

OME elevator’ men 
stored grain for CCC 

stole the grain and were 
caught at it. They'll go 
to jail, but the govern.

Secretary Brannan says that the loss 
will not exceed one-half of one per cent 
of the total stored and that commercial 
outfits in the storage business lose this 
much regularly without anybody squawk- 
ing about it. He adds that congressional 
limits on storage policies are handicaps. 

Critics say that government standards 
should be higher than ordinary business 
standards and that inspectors should have 
caught the thieves earlier. 

The farm stake in the argument is 
plain. We'll need big reserves of feed in 
the future. Unless these reserves can be 
handled without loss and without scandal 
it is doubtful if congress will approve the 
kind of storage program farmers want. 

Apparently CCC has done a fair job 
with grain reserves. But it must do better 
Farmers should ask that congress im- 
prove the basic act and that Secretary 
Brannon check up more closely on his 
system of management and inspection.

So there will be no misunderstandings 
later, Fred is listing his reasons for giv- 
ing Richard an advantage in his will.

The farm is more valuable today be 
cause Richard stayed home to help oper- 
ate it. The father couldn’t have operated 
it as efficiently alone or with hired help. 

Fred wants to keep the farm in the 
family. His father owned it before him 
Unless Richard can handle the cost of 
the farm, it will go out of the family for 
the first time in three generations. 

Fred doesn’t want the farm to remain 
in an estate during years that might 
elapse between his death and that of Mrs. 
Bruene. No one feels like putting money 
into an estate farm. Farms often go down 
hill under those circumstances, he ob 
serves. 

“If I’m still around several years from 
now and Dick is ready to start buying the 
farm, we may arrange for that. Then 
we'll have to change the will,” Fred ex- 
plains. That will make it easier to divide 
the property among heirs and add to 
Richard’s security. 


“You have to consider the choices 
and decide on a plan that will come 
nearest to helping you reach your ob- 
jectives,” Fred says. 


Individual family problems can make 
the decision a tough one. Fred thinks 
that’s why so many families postpone 
making farm transfer plans. It isn’t at 
easy matter to discuss. 

But delay can cause financial straill 
and heartache later for members of the 
family.

Transfer Now 


Here Are Points To Consider If You 
Plan To Keep The Farm In The Family 


Wwe gets your farm when 

you're thru with it? Even 
if you expect to be around for a 
good many years yet, it’s a good 
idea to have things planned—just 
in case. 

Suppose it’s a son or a son-in- 
law who will own the farm event- 
ually. 

Making plans now will give him 
a chance to plan for the future. 
And you'll have the satisfaction 
of knowing that things will be the 
way you want them after you’re 
gone. 

There’s no single transfer plan 
that will fit the needs of every 
family. You should consider sev- 
eral plans to see which is best for 
you. 

However, with any transfer 
plan these four goals should 
be kept in mind: 


1. Reasonable security for the 
parents. 

If you're like many farm fam- 
‘jlies, your farm is the biggest part 
of your savings account. You and 
your wife are depending on it for 
old age income. 

2. Reasonable security 
heir who wants to operate 
own the farm. 

Probably he isn’t looKing for a 
gift of the home farm. But he 
“would like a chance to build 
toward his own old age security 
during his most productive years. 

3. Fair treatment of all heirs. 

“Equitable” rather than “equal” 
treatment of heirs is suggested. If 
you've helped some children more 
than others, or if some have 
helped you more than others, that 
should be considered. 

1. Keeping the farm maintained 
and producing efficiently. 

Assurance of future ownership 
encourages the operating heir to 
maintain the farm’s productivity 
and keep it in good repair. It’s 
often hard on a farm to remain in 
an estate for several years 

Here are methods of transfer- 
ring farms within the family 
which you should consider: 

Will—This permits you to say

ed after your death. You can 
make provisions to aid the oper- 
ating heir in buying out the other 
A will gives the greatest 
amount of security to you; but not 
so much to the operating heir as

Purchase contract—You can 
draw up any one of several 
types of contracts. A contract 
can give the operating son the 
advantage of paying for the 
farm while he is young; yet 
you still have an interest in 
the farm. 


Sale—For cash or part cash 
with the remainder of the price 
covered by note or mortgage. 
There’s a possibility that this 


plan might cut you short on old 
age income. But it gives the oper- 
ating heir a chance for security 
and it makes division of the estate 
less complicated. 

Option to purchase—This gives 
the operating heir assurance that 
he can own the farm at a later 
date—preferably before his most 
productive years are past. 

Joint ownership—This might be 
all right if you have only one heir 
and you intend for him to get all 
of the property after you’re gone. 

Gift—This isn’t generally rec 
ommended unless you _ have 
enough income from other sources 
to take care of old age. 

Of course you can let the state 
laws of descent take care of prop 
erty distribution. One-third would 
go to the surviving spouse; two 
thirds to the heirs in equal shares. 

But in that case, the farm might 
be an estate for some time. And 
the heir who kept the farm 
operation until your death would 
have no compensatiom for his co 
tribution to the farm. 

Those are the possibilities. 
ter talk it over with your family. 
Then see a lawyer. You can draw 
up a plan that might prevent m 
understandings in your family 
after you’re out of the picture.

in 1954? Under the present 
law, 1954 is the year when a lot of 
things could happen. 

Farmers need to look ahead. Un- 
der the present law, by 1954 we 
could have changes brought about 
by flexible loan rates, new parity 
definition and a failure to provide 
for large enough reserves. 


What’s this about parity 
changing? Isn’t there a new 
parity provided in the new 
law? 


Yes. The new parity is based 
‘on what is called a 10-year mov- 
ing average. For 1952, for instance, 
it will be based on the average for 
the 10 years 1942 thru 1951. 

Parity for corn under the old 
formula (in November, 1951) was 
$1.77. Under the new formula, 
$1.62. 

Which parity are we using, 
$1.77 or $1.62?

What about the sliding 
scale, the flexible loan rates 
under the new law? 


Minimum price support level 
for corn is at 90 percent of parity 
until the supply exceeds 102 per- 
cent of normal. Then the mini- 
mum loan level drops one percent 
of parity with each two percent 
increase in the supply. 

The catch here is that “normal 
supply” is pretty small. One esti- 
mate is that this would permit a 
corn carry-over of only 330 mil 
lion bushels. We probably should 
have a billion bushels carry-over. 

But with a good crop and a bil- 
lion bushels carry-over, the mini- 
mum loan could go down to 75 per: 
cent of parity, or—at present price 
levels—around $1.22. 


What should be done about 
this? Change the law or what? 
Wallaces’ Farmer and_ Iowa 

Homestead recommends that the 
carry-over, up to one billion bush 
els, should not count ‘in figuring 
the corn loan. Count only the 
crop and the carry-over in excess 
of one billion bushels in figuring 
how big the loan should be.

Kitchen Wiring System Can Carry Only 
So Much Current Safely, Economically 


Yo rarely see a hired girl in 
a farm home anymore. In 
fact, since the beginning of World 
War II, the once-common hired 
girl has just about disappeared. 

But farm wives, being resource- 
ful folks, found replacements for 
the hired girls about as fast as the 
girls left for the cities. The re- 
placement was electricity. 

Ever stop to think how many 
chores have disappeared or had 
the heavy work removed? No 
more wicks to trim, lamps to fill. 
Washing, ironing, heating, house- 
cleaning, baking, cooking—they’re 
all easier because of electricity. 

And electricity is always on the 
job. The hired girl used to get 
tired after a day’s work. But not 
electricity. It’s possible to over- 
work your electrical system tho. 

Farm wives, and husbands 
too, should remember three 
important points about using 
electricity: (1) safety, (2) effi- 
ciency, (3) economy. 


. 


Most of us have received a 
shock from electrical equipment. 
But don’t let a light shock fool you 
into thinking 110 volts are harm- 
less. People have been killed by 
110-volt current when they were 
well-grounded. So here’s one good 
rule to remember: 
~ Never handle a light switch or 
an electric cord while your other 
hand is on a water faucet or other 
ground. When you do, you make 
a complete electric circuit with 
your heart in the path. 

Never touch a light fixture 
while you’re in the bath tub. Don’t 
handle electric appliances with 
wet hands. 

It’s also good to keep appliances 
and cords in good repair. A slight 
shock should be a warning to get 
the appliance checked and re- 
paired at once. If insulation wears 
off cords, replace them. 

Farm folks, especially farm 
homemakers, need to know how 
much load the wiring system in 
their home can carry safely and 
economically. When you over- 
load a-circuit, you use extra cur- 
rent. And run up your light bill.

Electricity flows thru wires a 
good deal like water flows thru 
pipes. Have you ever turned on 
a faucet and gotten a trickle 
water? Same thing can happen 
with electricity. 

Lights may flicker or give a dim 
light. Or you may plug in some 
appliance and blow a fuse. If any 
of these things happen, the elec- 
trical circuit is overloaded. 

There isn’t space here to go into 
details on kinds of circuits, wire 
size, etc. The important thing to 
remember is that no harm can be 
done if you always use the proper 
size fuse. 


If you don’t know what size 
wire has been used in your 
kitchen circuit, play safe. Use 
a 15-ampere fuse. That's the 
proper size for circuits wired 
with No. 14 wire. For No. 12 
wire, a 20-ampere fuse. No. 10 
wire, 30-ampere fuse. 


If you put fin a fuse that’s too 
big, the wire will try to carry the 
extra current the too-large fuse 
lets thru. Wires may become 
overheated from the _ overload. 
This causes the insulation to hard- 


en and crack, perhaps break: 


away. Then you have a real fire 
hazard. 

You can have the man on the 
farm check the circuit to find 
what size wire has been used. He 
can do this by comparing size of 
the bare wire with the body of 
common nails. 

A No. 14 wire is about the size 
of a three-penny finishing nail. A 
No. 12 wire is about the size of 2 
three-penny common nail. No. 10 
wire, eight-penny finishing nail 
No. 8 wire, eight-penny commo! 
nail. No. 6 wire, 16-penny com 
mon nail. 

Be sure to open the main switch 
so current will be off while he 
makes comparisons. 

In new or remodeled homes 
circuit breakers are being 
stalled instead of fuse-boxes 
These break the circuit when it § 
overloaded. When the trouble has 
been taken care of, a flip of the 
switch restores current.

Did You Expect 


Wet Corn? 


If You Had Known In August What You 
Know Now, What Would You Have Done? 


Were you looking for wet 
corn back in August and Sep- 
tember? One farmer said: “We 
sure were surprised. Nobody 
thought we'd get caught like 
this.” Actually, there were a 
good many warnings, We re- 
print some of them below—all 
from Wallaces’ Farmer and 
lowa Homestead. 


On August 4, an article talked 
about “Cribs that help corn to dry; 
farmers are figuring what to do 
if they harvest lots of wet corn.” 

The question was put: “If we 
get a lot of wet corn, how are you 
fixed to get it dried out?” Farm- 
ers in central Iowa gave their an- 
swers. 

Another article, also on August 
4, said: “This is the year to save 
corn. A feed pinch is immediate 
fer some individuals.” 

On September 1, we asked: “Do 
you need a silo to store immature 
corn?” and gave directions for 
temporary silo construction. 

In the same issue, this question 
was raised: 

“What plans can you make for 
corn that gets nipped? Here are 
four ways to handle soft or high- 
moisture corn.” 

The suggestions included the 
following: Make silage; feed wet 
corn to hogs: buy cattle to eat soft 
corn (but watch market risks); 
and dry wet corn. 

On this last point, there was a 
discussion of shocking corn in the 
field, narrow or well-ventilated 
cribs and artificial dryers. 

On September 15, farmers were 
warned about the losses in feed 
value when corn was caught early. 
For corn nipped in the early dent 
stage, half of the feeding value is 
gone even if it can be fed before 
spoiling. 

In the same issue were reports 
on corn drying by different farm- 
ers and suggestions for using dry- 
ing equipment with different kinds 
of cribs. 

Then the frost came. Wet corn

was here. So what could a fellow 
do about it? 

“How wet can-you crib corn,” 
was the discussion in the issue of 
November 17. And “Will corn rot 
in the crib?” 

On December 15, readers were 
given the feeding values of corn 
of differing moisture content. The 
article was headed: “What’s wet 
corn really worth?” 

Livestock men tell us they have 
used this article as a guide thru- 
out the winter. 


A warm spell made new 
worries. On January 5, Wal- 
laces’ Farmer and lowa Home- 
stead told how farmers were 
finding corn wetter than they 
expected, and what they were 
doing. 


On February 2, we told how 
farmers were trying to make sure 
of having good corn to feed next 
summer. In the same issue, an in- 
ventory of different kinds of corn 
was suggested, with points on how 
to make the best possible use of 
each kind. 

In the present issue (turn back 
to page 5), help is given farmers 
who want to size up corn supplies 
and feed needs as they plan for 
livestock production between now 
and next corn harvest. 

With high livestock numbers ia 
the corn belt, the wet corn crop 
has given many farmers a tough 
job in fitting feed to livestock re 
quirements. That job will stay 
tough until next November. Wal 
laces’ Farmer and Iowa Home 
stead will continpe to be he!pful 
as long as the crisis lasts.

Ask Three Billion 
Corn Storage 


Farmers Grain Dealers Association Of 
Iowa Gives Views On Farm Policies 


ARMERS who run 330 coopera- 

tive elevators in Iowa have 
definite ideas on farm programs, 
foreign trade, inflation and other 
problems. Here they are, from 
resolutions adopted in the last 
week of January by the Farmers 
Grain Dealers Association of Iowa: 


FEED RESERVES: A billion- 
bushel corn reserve, as often sug- 
gested, looks too small to the 
farmer-elevator operators. They 
recommended “reserves equal to 
one year’s production of fibers 
and storable grains.” That would 
be around three billion bushels of 
corn, one billion of wheat. 

PRICE SUPPORTS: The farmer- 
elevator men would use grain 
storage for both security reasons 
and to support prices. They say: 

“Farmers should not be 
penalized by abundant crops... . 
A storage and loan program en- 
courages storage on the farm and 
increases seasonable price stabil- 
ity.” 

But these men want a flexible 
program that wont freeze things 
in some old pattern. “Standby 
price support programs should be 
flexible enough to meet changing 
conditions and encourage efficient 
use of land resources.” 

The broad concept of parity in- 
come for agriculture is supported. 
But the elevator men doubt the 
value of price supports deter- 
mined “solely on the _ historical 
average.” 


ACREAGE ALLOTMENTS: If 


low farm income should come 
again, these men do not want to 
restrict supply. They would “ex- 
plore the demand side of the equa- 
tion.” 

School lunch programs and food 


allotments to needy families get 
approval. Also consumer educa- 
tion and research into fields of 
industrial use of farm products. 
FOREIGN TRADE: “We favor 
the reduction of restrictions in 
international trade,” say the 
farmers,-“as a means of giving 
other countries more buying pow- 
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er and reducing the need for di- 
rect government aid abroad.” 

This resolution was questioned 
from the floor with relation to im. 
ports of dairy products. But no 
motion to strike it out was made. 
Since the convention, congress 
has voted for restrictions of 
dairy imports into the United 
States. 

PRICE CONTROLS: “We doubt 
that ceilings on soybeans and soy- 
bean meal have been effective,” 
the resolution read. Ceilings on 
corn are opposed as being “uneco- 
nomic.” 

The elevator men favor indirect 
controls, however, in these words: 
“We endorse the Federal Reserve 
Board’s attempt to limit the ex- 
pansion of credit as sound mone 
tary policy.” 

INSTITUTE OF COOPERA- 
TION: The Farmers Grain Dealers 
support the Iowa Institute of Co- 
operation. They urge that “all 
cooperatives support the newly 
formed institute. .. .” 

There was some debate about 
the Institute of Cooperation 
among members in hotel lobbies. 
But the resolution was not chal- 
lenged on the floor. 

Supporters of the institute argue 
for education in cooperative phi 
losophy, for the democratic con- 
trol of cooperatives, and for action 
as state units to fight tax battles.

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Pay You To Make 
Hogs Heavy? 

Does it pay to put extra 
weight on hogs when the corn- 
hog price ratio is 10 to 1? 
Harry Russell, Hllinois live- 
stock specialist, answers the 
question this way: 

With $17 hogs and $1.70 corn, 
200-pound hogs would have to go 
up 50 cents per hundred to pay 
for a month’s feeding, which 
should put on 50 pounds. 

At 225 pounds, the hog price 
would have to go up 55 cents per 
hundred to make it pay to feed 
another month. 

In practice, the market might 
have to go up more than 50 or 55 
cents as there may be a price dock 
for over-finished hogs. 

Of course, some farmers have 
unmarketable corn to feed. In 
such cases, longer feeding might 
be the best policy, regardless of 
ordinary price changes. 





What Fertilizer 
Numbers Mean 


To the Editor: Fertilizer 
men have two kinds of num- 
bers. They offer 3-12-12, for 
example, which they say has 
a fertilizer ratio of 1-44. What 
do they mean?—R. J., Hardin 
county, Iowa. 

Fertilizer grade is indicated by 
3-12-12. That means that each 100 
pounds of fertilizer contains three 
pounds of nitrogen, 12 pounds of 
phosphate and 12 pounds of pot- 
ash. 

The ratio 1-4-4 means that there 
is one pound of nitrogen for each 
four pounds of phosphate and four 
pounds of potash. 

So a 4-16-16 fertilizer grade has 
the same 1-4-4 ratio that the 3-12-12 
has. And one is just as good as 
the other. 

Only difference is that you 
would need to apply fewer pounds 
per acre of the 4-16-16. If you put 
on 100 pounds per acre of 3-12-12, 
you would need only 75 pounds 
per acre of the 4-16-16 to get the 
same benefit. 

To use another example, 50 
pounds of 4-8-24 would be equal to 
100 pounds of 2-4-12. _They both 
have a ratio of 1-2-6. 


Get Most Feed 

Per Acre 

‘ To the Editor: What crop 
rotation will produce the most 
total feed per acre? I mean 
most total feed units in both 
grain and roughage?—B. G., 
Jasper county, Lowa. 


It depends on your land. Corn 
is the highest producer of feed 
units So you'll get maximum 
total feed vields from the rotation 
with the greatest amount of corn 
acres you can grow without re- 
ducing corn yields. Here’s a gen- 
eral answer: 

On level, deep soil such as you 
find in central and northern Iowa, 
a four-year rotation is most effi- 
cient. That would be corn-corn- 
oats-clover. 

On just moderately rich, rolling 
land, the second-year corn crop 
would. show a yield drop. So a 
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three-year rotation, corn-oats. 


clover, may produce the most tota] 
feed. 

On thin land, a four-year rota. 
tion, corn-oats-meadow-pasture. 
will often produce the most totaj 
feed. Some land should even have 
five and and six-year rotations 
with more grass. 

Watch your corn and oats yields 
If they start down you are crop. 
ping beyond the point of paying 
returns. 





Baby Pigs Need 
Direct Heat 


If pigs are born in tempera- 
tures below 45 degrees, sup. 
plemental heat should be di- 
rected right at them. In their 
first few hours, pigs make no 
effort to find the warm spot. 


This suggestion comes from the 
Purdue (Indiana) experiment sta- 
tion. Pig studies were conducted 
in cooperation with the USDA. 

In cold weather, heat lamps 
should furnish a constant supply 
of heat from farrowing until pigs 
are 12 hours old. Then pigs will 
hunt the warm spots. 

For heat, a 250-watt infra-red 
heat lamp is recommended. Hang 
it directly over the center of the 
pen about three feet from the 
floor. 

This should furnish a circle of 
warmth big enough to include the 
litter. But if the sow chooses 
some other location, the lamp 
should be moved. 

Supplementary heat will seldom 
be required after pigs are a week 
old, according to the experimental! 
results. 





Test Sows For 
Production 


Sow testing can be as valu- 
able to hog raisers as cow 
testing is to dairymen. It tells 
the hog raiser which sows to 
keep over. Also which pigs 
to keep as breeders. 


The practice is usually called 
production-testing. It’s done like 
this: 

You mark all litters when far- 
rowed. Then the pigs are weighed 
at 56 days of age. That gives you 
the number the sow actually 
raised, the weight of each pig anc 
the litter weight. 

Big, heavy litters prove that the 
sow is a good one and should be 
kept over if you use tried sows 
What the sow pigs will be like 4 
mothers is not so sure. Becaus¢ 
the boar furnishes half of the it 
heritance.

Are You Liable If Your Dog Bites A 
Salesman? Or If The Vet Gets Kicked?

Are you liable? Whose fault is 
it when accidents happen on your 
farm? Here are some tips that 
might save you worry and money. 
About the salesman and the dog. 
Yes, you’re going to pay for the 
pants and hope you can get by 
with that. You can’t let your dog 
go around chewing on people. 


If the person bitten were a 
trespasser, it might be differ- 
ent. But, by and large, you 
are responsible for damage 
done by your dog. 


Here’s a little different angle: 
The veterinarian comes at your 
call to treat a cow. She wallops 
him one and breaks his leg. Can 
he collect? 

No, he can’t. That’s part of the 
risks of his business. He either 
has to be quick or careful. If you 
knew the cow was vicious, of 
coukse, you're obliged to tell him. 

Another kind of accident often 
happens. You and your neighbor 
exchange work as a friendly act 
without pay. While helping you, 
he gets hurt. Let’s say he falls off 
your tractor. 

You needn’t worry. Not unless 
you are negligent. If it’s some- 
thing you couldn’t help, he takes 
the risk. That means that you had 
better watch out for yourself 
when helping out a neighbor. 

Hired man accidents are com- 
mon.

while his sons and his daughters nagged at the mortgage 
by raising black pigs and by milking red cows. 


Grandfather kept to his apples and beehives

When he took to his bed Grandfather requested

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What About Sending 
Troops Abroad? 


Farm People Answer Questions Abou 
Military Aid To Europe And To Asia 


H°” many farm people think 

the United States can stay 

out of World War III by keeping 

troops at home and steering clear 

of the troubles of western Europe 
and of Asia? 

Not very many. A lot less than 
in 1939. In September of 1939, 
the Wallace-Homestead Poll asked: 

“If it should turn out that Great 
Britain and France were sure to 
be defeated in the present war un- 
less they got help from the United 
States,” would you favor the Unit- 
ed States entering the war to help 
them?” 

The vote came out like this in 
1939: 


Go to war to help 28% 
Let them be defeated 39% 
Undecided 17% 


Iowa farm people look at things 
differently now. In the present 
cold war (hottish in Korea), farm- 
ers—like other citizens—keep won- 
dering about sending troops 
abroad, and about the relative im- 
portance of Asia and western 
Europe. 

So a Wallace-Homestead Poll, 
interviewing on the farm a repre- 
sentative cross-section of lowa’s 
farm population, asked this ques- 
tion: 

“Which do you think is more 
important for the United States 
to do: Try to keep the rest of Asia 
from falling under Russian con- 
trol or try to stop Russia from 
taking over western Europe?” 

Here is the way Republicans 
and Democrats voted: 


Rep. Dem. 
Stop Russia in Asia 14% 12% 
Stop Russia in 


Europe 15 17 
Both equally im- 

portant 62 66 
Undecided 9 5 


Apparently the folks who want 
the U. S. to pull out of Europe 
and fight a war in China are not 
getting much support on the farm. 

Women were emphatic in say- 
ing: “Both are equally important.” 
Biggest vote for giving priority to 
Asia came from those with only 
a grade school education. 

A farmer in Worth county, 
Iowa, suggested: “Maybe if we 
keep Russia busy in Europe by 
sending more of our troops there, 










Europe 2nd Asia are equally 
important, said Mrs, 
Homer Hasselman of Mahaska 
County. Most women agreed. 
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we'd come quicker to a settlement 
in Asia.” 

But the mother of a soldier 
from Clayton county didn’t think 
fighting was really necessary 
anywhere. 

“This fighting in Korea is just 
a political scheme,” she said. “No. 
body is trying to end it.” 

Another question was: “Do you 
think the United States should 
keep all of her troops over here 
to defend only North and South 
America, or do you think we 
should send more troops to Eu- 
rope to be ready to help fight Com. 
munism there?” 

On this, 45 per cent said: “Send 
men overseas,” and 28 per cent 
said: “Keep them at home.” 

This is how Republicans and 
Democrats split: 


Rep. Dem. 


Send overseas 39% 55% 
Keep here 32 21 
Undecided 29 24 


Men were two to one for send- 
ing troops overseas. A young 


- man in Scott county summed up 


the view of the majority by say- 
ing: “If there has to be another 
war, let’s keep it over there.” 

Women were more doubtful. A 
mother in Franklin county said 
“I know we probably will have to 
send more men overseas, but since 
I’m the mother of two boys neat 
draft age, it is hard to say ‘Send 
them’.” 

Another woman, in Wright 
county, declared: “I wouldn’t want 
them to fight on our land, so I'd 
rather we went over there and 
did our fighting.” 

A Linn county farmer said re- 
gretfully: “I believe we must send 
troops, but I sure hate to see it.” 

A woman in Audubon county 
asserted: “Only those who have 
sons in service or waiting to be 
called can know how hard it is to 
answer this question. As one of 
these mothers, my heart says 
‘Keep them on American soil,’ but 
in my mind I know that a stitch 
in-time saves nine, and we’d bet- 
ter stop Communism in Europe if 
possible.” 

On the other side was the farm- 
er in Palo Alto county who said 
“I wish that troops could stay 
home and that no one had to go 
overseas. I don’t see we're get- 
ting anywhere.” 












Better keep troops at home 
is the view of Orville 
Simpson, of Marshall County, 
Iowa. He was in the minority-

Will Moldy Corn 
Harm Stock? 


Most Molds Are Harmless, But You Need 
To Keep An Eye Open For Trouble Signs

One disturbance that has 
been blamed on molds in corn 
is a swelling of the external 
tlemale organs. This trouble is 

led wulwavaginitis. Males 

e not affected. If your hogs 
ire affected, cut down on the 

nount of moldy corn and 
substitute sound corn and oats. 


CATTLE: Cattle are believed to 
soft corn more efficiently 
ny other livestock. As a 
general rule, moldy corn is not 
us to cattle. 
ad or shell only’ small 
nts of moldy corn at a time. 
vise it may heat and mold 
nore. If you feed too much 
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moldy corn, your cattle may scour, 
perhaps bloat. 

SHEEP: Most lamb feeders 
probably would not feed moldy 
corn to sheep. But limited experi- 
ments showed that moldy corn 
was not harmful to feeder lambs, 
that those which died had entero- 
toxemia or overeating disease. 

If possible, save your better corn 
for the sheep, feed the moldy corn 
to your hogs. If you must feed 
moldy corn to sheep, feed it care- 
fully. Watch for signs of digestive 
upsets. Avoid changing suddenly 
from good corn to moldy corn. 
You might do this without trouble. 
3ut more than likely, the change 
would throw the lambs off feed. 

POULTRY: When moldy corn 
was fed to poultry in an experi- 
ment, no illness or death loss re- 
sulted. However, moldy corn does 
reduce growth rate in chicks and 
lowers egg production in hens be- 
cause of its decomposed condition. 


Don’t grind moldy corn for 
chickens. Let the chickens 
sort out the good from the 
bad corn. But it’s still a good 
idea to give the chickens 
sound corn—let the hogs and 
cattle have the moldy corn, 


So far~- there have been few re- 
ports of sickness in livestock fed 
moldy corn during late 1951 and 
early 1952. Most cases reported 
were due to overeating and diges- 
tive upsets, not moldy corn. 

Most molds are harmless. Yet 
there are some that are poisonous. 
So it pays to watch carefully live- 
stock that is getting moldy corn. 

Long-time feeding of moldy corn 
is likely to produce some deficien- 
cies. An example is vitamin A 
deficiency. Another fact you 
should remember is that imma- 
ture, moldy, wet corn doesn’t have 
the feeding value of sound corn. 

So moldy corn should be supple- 
mented with sound corn or other 
grains for best results. Special 
vitamin and mineral supplements 
may also be needed on occasion.

Cause Of Chronic 
Bullers 


One of the causes of the 
chronic buller among cows is 
cystic ovaries. Symptoms are 
irregular frequent. heat peri- 
ods with the cow not sett'ing 
on service. 

Often the female will take on a 
male appearance with a coarse 
bellow, raised tailhead and drop 
in production. If you notice these 
symptoms, call your veterinarian. 


He can make a positive diagnosis 
by rectal examination. 

Treatment consists of drainage 
of the cyst, removal of the ovary 


and use of a hormone from the 
urine of pregnant women injected 
into the vein of the cow. 





Pneumonia In 
Calves 
Many farmers have reported 

chronic pneumonia in their 
calves this winter. Symptoms 
are labored breathing, cough- 
ing, listlessness, lack of appe- 
tite. 


If you notice any of these signs, 
the calf should be treated at once. 
Call your veterinarian. He will 
probably prescribe sulfas and anti- 
biotics. They should be used un- 
til the calf is well. 

Care and feeding are as impor- 
tant as the drugs. Get the calf 
into a warm, dry, draft-free shel- 
ter. Brooder houses or individual 
farrowing houses have been used. 
Cover the calf with a blanket if 
necessary. Offer the calf clean, 
fresh water several times a day. 
Feed small amount of feed. 

Often a gruel made up of a calf 
meal in warm milk will help the 
calf. 





Reminder To Iowa 
Dairymen 


lowa dairymen should not 
lose sight of the Towa market 
milk law which defines three 
types of milk. They are: 


1. Grade A raw milk to be bot- 
tled and sold as such shall be from 
healthy cows which have been 
subjected to an annual test by an 
accredited veterinarian for bru- 
cellosis and tuberculosis and found 
negative. 

2. Grade A_ pasteurized milk 
shall be from healthy cows nega- 
tive to tuberculosis, and after 
Jarruary 1, 1955, shall be from 
herds that are following an ap- 
proved plan for brucellosis con- 
trol. 

3. Pasteurized milk, grade not 
declared, milk coming from 
healthy cows which cows have 


* * * 


been subjected to an annual test 
for tuberculosis and found n 
tive. 

Dr. H. U. Garrett, state veteri. 
narian of Iowa, has defined 4 
healthy cow as “an adult female 
animal of the bovine species, jy 
normal condition with respect to 
health and free from disease of 
any organ or part thereof.” 

Disease in herds can be cleaned 
up. Your veterinarian will ielp

you start a disease-control pro. 
gram. If you’re selling Grade A 
milk, your herd will have to he 


following an approved brucell 
control program within t 
years. 





To Prevent Low 
Hatchability 
There are several things you 

can do to prevent low hatch- 
ability in eggs. Laying houses 
should be warm enough to 
prevent frozen combs and 
wattles. Have warm, clean 
water accessible at all times. 
Molting will lower fertility. So 

will diseases such as _ cholera, 


_ roup and typhoid. It’s best not to 


have too many males in the flock. 
This causes fighting and _inter- 
rupted matings. Roosters should 
be at least six to eight months old. 





Keep Stock Healthy 
During Winter 
1. Have pregnant gilts 

blood-tested for brucellosis a 

month or so after breeding. 

Discard any reactors. 

2. Watch for signs of rhinitis in 
your fall pigs. This is a very 
serious disease. 

3. Cull the laying flock. Any 
sick birds should be isolated and 
disposed of at once. 

4. Have your dog vaccinated for 
rabies. Immunity is for one year. 

5. Watch rations of young stock 
to see that there are no deficien- 
cies. If you feed soft corn, you 
may need to furnish extra vita- 
mins and minerals. 

6. Plan now to put pigs out on 
clean ground. Farrow in clean 
houses. Keep pigs off old lots. 

7. Spray sows for mange and 
lice. 

8. Blood-test cows for  brucel- 
losis. 

9. Don’t overcrowd animals or 
poultry. Better prevent disease 
rather than treat it after it hits 


DISINFECT farrowing pens be 
fore turning your sows in. Scrub 
sow’s udder before she farrows. 
It’s cheaper to keep worm eggs 
out of your pigs than to worm 
them after they have worms.

Prevent Pig Anemia... 


All early pigs need some anemia preventive. Here are some 


methods: 


i. Put clean, disease-free sod in each pen. 


2. Give pigs iron pills every five days until they are three or 


four weeks of age. 


3. Dissolve three teaspoons of trace mineral in a gallon of boil- 
ing water. Spray this solution on the sod or on the sow’'s 
teats. Or give some directly to the pig with a teaspoon 


or clean oil can. 


FARMER AND IOWA HOMESTEAD

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GRAY SUMMIT, MO.—A picture 
story is mighty hard to beat. That’s 
why this month I'd like to show 
you the growth of one of our Grade 
Holstein heifers.

of Alden, lowa 


. i CHILL of winter hadn’t left Iowa when I 
visited the Fred Lochmanns of Alden last 
April. A chill, wet wind channeled down from the 
north. For many folks it was hardly the weather 
or the time to care for baby chicks, but already 
the Lochmann chicks were five weeks old. 


Mrs. Lochmann told me at the time, “Most 
folks have delayed buying chicks because of the 
bad weather we’ve had. But we expect to have 
eggs early when the prices are highest. The extra 
profits will more than pay for the extra brooding 
costs of early chicks.” 


Then she showed me around the farm house. 
Pointing out a rug, a kitchen table and chairs and 
a nice set of pots and pans, she said, “Egg profits 
helped buy these—that’s why we’ve got 600 pullet 
chicks out in the brooder house now.” 


Mr. Lochmann looked thoughtfully at his cigar 
for a moment. “‘Mom’s egg money also helps a lot 
in buying groceries and clothes—as well as special 
things for the house. Then, too, we always have 
extra cash on hand when we need it.” 


These folks are really sold on the idea of early 
chicks and as long as early chicks keep paying off, 
they’ll keep growing them.— by R. E. Huchingson

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While accompanying a group of 
folks on a farm poultry tour last 
fall, I accidentally picked up a gem 
of information. 


On the farm we were visiting 
there were 1,000 February 17, 
hatched, heavy-breed pullets. Our 
host pointed to his egg records 
which showed that September pro- 
duction had averaged approx- 
imately 75%. The day before 
(Oct. 1) he had gathered 834 eggs. 


At this point a lady in the visit- 
ing group spoke up and said: “I’d 
like to know when you start feeding 
your birds for eggs? I’ve got about 
the same number of pullets you 
have. Mine were hatched early, too. 
I'm feeding the same brand of lay- 
ing mash you feed, but I have not 
picked up as many as 400 eggs 
any day yet.” 


The answer given to this question 
by our host was the gem I refer to, 
when he said: ““Lady, I start feed- 
ing for eggs the minute my chicks 
come from the incubator. Day by 
day, everything I do is planned to 
help these pullets lay. Their range, 
the way they are sheltered, their 
water, their feed, everything. It 
takes time, and it takes work, but 
here is the proof. Do you think 
it pays?”’ 

This year I hope you can apply 
thisman’s formula. Remember, you 
don’t start to get your pay until 
your pullets start to lay.

poultry raisers should be start- 
ing chicks for fall layers eggs are 
always plentiful and cheap.

Each year I try to grow one new vege- 
table in my garden. At least they are 
new to me. One year it was salsify. last 
year it was okra, which we grew to like 
very much before the season was over. 


I’m not sure what I'll try this year. 
There are a lot of prospects, but it all 
depends on which catalog I’m look- 
ing at. 


It might be the edible podded peas or 
celariac. Both are new to me and look 
interesting. 

I know from the experiences of other 
years that I probably enjoy the catalog 
flowers better than I do the actual flow- 
ers that come in July and August when 
there is a profusion of vegetation, weeds 
and hard work. 

One thing nice about flowers is that 
you don’t have to eat or can them, so you 
can go as far as you like or as far as your 
pocketbook holds out. 

There are all kinds of new varieties of 
both annuals and perennials, and now is 
the time I enjoy them most. 

I notice that there is a new dwarf mari- 
gold called “Tangerine.” Marigolds have 
come a long way from the stiff, smelly 
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flowers that used to grow in my mother’s 
garden. The new double marigolds are 
a credit to any garden. 

Sometimes I think the new zinnias are 
the loveliest flowers we have—at least 
the hybrid ones are. They are large, 
sturdy, as bright-colored as asters and ag 
graceful as chrysanthemums.

Feet 


ye your feet on your mind? 
We mean this literally. It’s 
hard to forget aching feet. Maybe 
even harder to forget their conse- 
quences—lines in the face, poor 
posture, backache and fatigue. 

If you’re going to work hard 
(and what farm woman doesn’t?), 
you'll want to be particular about 
your shoes. 

It pays to buy shoes to work in. 
Yes, BUY shoes to work in—don’t 
work in some no-longer-new dress 
shoes. They should be big enough 
for comfort, have low or medium 
heels and good arch support. They 
should be made of good material. 


Canvas shoes with composi- 
tion soles may be all right for 
occasional summer wear—but 
not for everyday work shoes. 
Neither are heel-less, toe-less 
slippers. 

Farm women could take a tip 
from nurses and sales clerks who 
are on their feet all day. They 
suggest that it’s restful to have 
two pairs of shoes for wear on 
alternate days. Some even change 
in the middle of the day. 

These folks also know it’s im- 
portant to have stockings that are 
large enough. Short hose can 
cramp your toes almost as badly 
as short shoes. 

Don’t—even in hot 
wear shoes without stockings. It’s 
too hard on your feet. Those in- 
expensive “stocking feet” that you 
purchase in the notions depart- 
ment will save you many times 
their cost in sore feet. 

Always. in hot water? That 
wouldn’t be such a bad idea, as 
far your feet are concerned. 
When they’re tired, sore’ and 
ready to call quits, soak them in 
warm or hot water. You can add 
half a cup of vinegar, or a tea- 
spoon of boric acid or bicarbonate 
of soda, to the water. 

Rinse and dry thoroly. Rub 
some hand cream into your feet, 
dust with tale and you'll feel 
frisky as a colt. 

Exercise your feet, “They get 
plenty already” you may groan. 
But try a restful exercise—one 
that stirs up little-used muscles. 
Rotate your feet in circles, fast as 
you can, wriggling your toes as 
you go. Just imagine that your 
feet are tired of the usual up-and- 
down movement and are glad to 
go in circles. Then let them flop 
on the floor, completely relaxed.

Most callouses and corns 
will be in a mellow mood after 
a warm bath treatment.

For long hours 
the ironing board, 
to a rubber mat or rug. Standing 
with your feet on one of these 
cuts down greatly on fatigue and 
may keep you from getting a 
backache.

per your feet, you’ must walk 
right to have really comfortable 
feet. Your posture as you walk 
has a big effect on how your 


weight is carried by the bones in 
your feet. 

Think of your feet as partners 
in your work. Don’t expect them 
to take all kinds of punishment, 
including run-over shoes. Take 
care of your feet and they’ll take 
care of you.

Early Birds 


The earlier you start your 


chicks, the sooner they will 
mature and the more eggs 
they'll lay when prices are 


highest in fali and early win- 
ter. 
Well-bred and well-raised pul- 
lets will start laying in five or six 
months. Egg prices usually start 
to climb in September, keep going 
up until mid-December. And your 
pullets should be in full produc- 


tion by the time egg prices start 
rising. 

So it’s smart business to house 
pullets early in August—or even 
in late July. Which means start- 
ing chicks in February or early 
March. Many good poultrymen 
have found that they can make 


more money by doing just that. 
Earlier egg production isn’t the 

only advantage of early chick 

brooding. Here are some others: 


1. Cool-weather brooding 
produces better pullets. 


2. Chicks feather out more 


quickly in cool weather. 

3. Most of the work in 
brooding early chicks is out 
of the way before heavy 
spring work begins. 

4. Early ordering means a 
better choice of chicks. 

5. Early pullets are less 


likely to false molt than later 
ones. 


With a reasonably good house 
and equipment, early brooding 
isn’t as difficult as -you might 
think. Modern brooding equip- 
ment is designed to keep chicks 
warm with maximum safety. And 
cold-weather brooding doesn’t 
boost the cost very much. 

It isn’t necessary to keep chicks 
under high-temperature conditions 
all the time, either. Once they’ve 
been trained to find the brooder, 
chicks can be let outside even on 
fairly cold days. They’ll hustle 
back to the brooder stove before 
they get chilled. 

Only real objection to early pul- 
lets-is that they start laying in 
hot weather, so may take longer 
to reach full egg size. 


Whenever you start your 
chicks, remember to give them 
enough room on the floor and 
at the and waterers, 
Says Ohio State University: 


chick % square foot 
space the first month, 1 
square foot the second, 2 square 
feet the third. Allow 1 inch of 
feeder space per chick to 3 weeks 
of age, 2 inches to 6 weeks, 3 
inches after that. And use 1% 
gallons of fountain capacity per 
100 chicks for the first 3 weeks, 
3 gallons to 6 weeks, 6 gallons 
from then on.

Other results: Victory, 13.6 bush- 
els per acre;. Dakota, 13.2; Red- 
wing, 12.2; Koto, 12.1. 


GRANTS totaling $5,000 have 

been accepted by Iowa State 
College for research at the lowa 
experiment station. E. I. Dupont 
de Nemours and Co. has given 
$2,500 to study protein require- 
ments in hog rations. California 
Spray Chemical Corp. has pro- 
vided a similar amount for re- 
search on control of insects in corn. 


THREE ANTIBIOTICS—penicil- 

lin, streptomycin and bacitracin 
—have been combined in a single 
treatment for mastitis. Called 
“Tribiotic Ointment,” the new 
product is made by Wyeth, Inc., 
of Philadelphia. Idea is to kill 
extra disease germs which may 
resist penicillin, the antibiotic 
most commonly used in mastitis 
treatment. 


DOES THE plant food in com- 

mercial fertilizer produce as 
good crops as the same amount 
of nutrients in manure? “Yes,” 
says a test on tomatoes made by a 
midwestern canning company. 
Tomatoes grown on manured land 
were lower in both yield and qual- 
ity than those grown on ground 
getting the same amounts of plant 
nutrients in the form of mixed 
fertilizer. 


WANT TWO lamb crops a year 

from the same ewes? In ag 
college tests, a new sex hormone 
called ECP has brought ewes into 
heat during off-season periods 
when they usually don’t breed. 
Injections of the hormone have 
brought high percentages of ster- 
ile sows and dairy cows into heat, 


too. The Upjohn Company of 
Kalamazoo, Michigan, which de- 
veloped ECP, reports it will be 


widely available by March 1. 


TWO FAIRLY NEW chemical 

wood preservatives—pentachlo- 
rophenol and copper naphthenate 
—can be used safely to treat wood- 
en livestock equipment. Univer- 
sity of Illinois tests showed that 
animals suffered no harmful ef- 
fects from normal use of hog 
houses, troughs, bunks and salt 
boxes treated with the chemicals. 
And didn’t absorb enough to make 
their meat hazardous to humans. 
But, the researchers, the 
chemicals must be used at recom- 
mended rates. And don’t use creo- 
sote on livestock equipment.

First, let’s hear what nutrition 
experts say. Then look at prac- 
tical feeding experiments. Then, 
maybe, suggest things you can do 
now in your feedyard. 

With regard to food for the 
bugs, Dr. E.° Wise Burroughs of 
Iowa State College says: 

“The nutritional requirements 
have been classified in three gen- 
eral groups.” One is energy, he 
says, one is ammonia or protein 
material, and the third is min- 
erals. 

Starch and sugar (corn, molas- 
ses) are energy feeds. And -oil 
‘meal or urea can provide protein 
material for the rumen bugs. 

In his experiments, Dr. Bur- 
roughs found that some minerals 
for the bugs are provided by the 
ash from molasses and alfalfa. He 
also found that “complex minerals 
along with nitrogen greatly in- 
creased cellulose digestion.” 

Dr. Burroughs’ findings came 
from with artificial rumens.

When you feed poor-quality 
roughages, or when you feed 
stich high-cellulose roughages 
as corn cobs, always feed a 
supplement. 


It appears that the supplement 
should include more protein per 
head per day than is ordinarily 
recommended. Supplement A pro- 
vides over two pounds per day. 

Molasses appears necessary. It 


| may have two functions. It will 


encourage animals to eat poor 
roughage. And the molasses is 
recommended to provide minerals 
and start fermention in the ru- 


; men. 


Then your supplement should 
contain minerals. Phosphorus is 
needed by the bugs. Some say 
the trace mineral, cobalt, is needed 
for the rumen to synthesize vita- 
min B-12 

If your supplement, fed with 
roughage, contains these things, 


you should be fairly sure of feed- | 
ing the bugs in the rumen so they |

Three-Way Spray 
For Cattle 
A triple-threat control treat- 
ment for lice, mange and grubs 
is recommended to lowa dairy- 
men and beef producers by 
lowa State College. 

The three-way spray is a mix- 
ture of 6 to 8 pounds of lindane 
wettable powder, 7% pounds of 5 
percent rotenone and 2 pounds of 
wetting agent per 100 gallons of 
water. The lindane gets the lice 
and mange, the rotenone handles 
the grubs. 

A single spray—a gallon per 
animal at 75 to 300 pounds pres- 
sure—will control lice and mange 
for a season, says Ear] Raun, ISC 
extension entomologist. For grubs, 
cattle need to be treated every 30 
days until the pests have disap- 
peared. Follow-up sprays need 
contain only rotenone and a wet- 
ting agent.

More Corn 


Eight corn belt states might 
have produced an extra 235!>2 
million bushels of corn in 1950 
if fertilizer recommendations 
of state colleges had been fol- 
lowed. 


That’s the estimate of the Mid- 
dle West Soil Improvement C 
mittee after studving fertilize 
figures for Illinois, Indiana, low: 
Michigan, Ohio, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri and Wisconsin. 

Farmers in those states, savs 
the committee, added an average 


of 79.8 pounds of fertilizer per acre 
to their corn acreage in 1950. State 
experiment stations recommended 
the use of 175 pounds of fertilizer 
per acre for corn. This amount 
would have been enough to grow 
235,447,000 extra bushels of corn.
